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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art fails to 
disclose a communication apparatus operating with an ADSL terminal or station side 
apparatus/system configured to receive an initializing signal including a first data unit without a 
cyclic prefix signal and a second data unit with the cyclic prefix signal, the second data unit 
being received following the first data unit, the cyclic prefix signal being in front of the second 
data unit and comprising a same data as data of a data unit position at a rear of the second data 
unit, sample the initializing signal, calculate the difference between the current and previous 
sample, then square the difference and store a predetermined number of samples which are added 
and the compared to a threshold value of near zero and if smaller than the threshold value then 
the number of squared samples is used to determine the position of the cyclic prefix signal. .
